WASHINGTON, May 2.—A statement, which 
has been published In some of the Western 
press, thatthe recent conference of editors 
bere in the interest of revenue reform pro- 
posed a brief platform on the subject for the 
formation of a new end independent political 
party, to be composed of Western Repubii- 


cans and Democrats, is unfounded, capecially | 


that portion which represents that any Demo- 
cratic member of Congress has given his ad- 
hesion to sey such purpose. Walle « reform 
party was talked of by the Western Repubii- 
cam, who are dissatisfied with the 
extravagant expenditures and burden- 
some taxation maintained by a Radical 
Congress, they Cid uot put their views into 
shape by resolution or otherwise, while it was 
very evident tha! tLe Democrats wonld refuse 
ary such coalition. The Istter déclare that 
they are making just «8 cood a record on be- 
half of the revenue reforms ia the House a 
they desire, and that the Republicans have 
come over and voted with them to reduce the 
pending tariffto a revenue ctandard, and to 
hgbten the weigut of interval taxation. 
Some of the prominert Democrats in the 
House state that must of the contest is yet to 
come, and, if Mr. Boutwell insists on redac- 
ing the public debt one hundred millions a 
year, the strucele wi'l be to defeat his policy 

and cat down taxation. in view of this, it is 
believed there is po pecersity for the forma- 
tion of an independent or so called revenue 
reform party, a least within the Democratic 
ranks.

THE PUNDING BILL 
Quite a number of bankers and brokers have 
written here to members of Congress in the 
belief that the funding bill is dead, and ask- 
ing for some expression of opinion as to what 
financial measure, if any, Congress is likely to 


pass. This {act gave « prominent member of | 


the Ways and Means occasion to remark to- 
day that the funding bill was not dead: that it 
was very favorably discussed at the meeting 
of the committee this morning, and that by 
Monday next would be reported to the 
House with some amendments. It is farther 
ascertained that the compulsory clause ia 
the seventh section of the Senate bill, which 
compels National Banks to take the pew 
bonds, has pot been struck out, and the prob- 
ability now is that it will net be matermlly 
amended. Thetwo weeks debate on the bill 
in the committee indicates very clearly that 
the feature to compel all National Banks to 
bank ona new uniforur boud bearing four 
and a half per cent. interest will prevail. It 
may not be exacty a6 it is in the Senate bill, 
bul it will be reported in some shape. 
MR. LINCOLS’S WIDOW. 

The letter which Mrs. Lincoln wrote from 
Germavy to Presidcat Grant, begging Con- 
gress to relieve her necessities by providing a 
pension for her, was shown to several mem- 
bere of Congress last week, and to-day two 
bills were introduced by different members 
granting herrequest. One of these, giving 
her a pension three thousand dollars a 
Year, was pas.ed by the House by thirty ma- 
jority. Some of the Democrats voted for it. 
The bill now goes to the Senate, where, it is 
exid, it will meet with less favor.

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Are two Spanish words which signify a 
small, thorny vine, and from them is de- 


rived the English word Sarsaparilla,which 


is now associated in the minds of so many

About one in every sixty-five of the people 
of Cinpetopati belong to the Methodist Church,

been located. Here the church bas its great 
central orgeuizations, with branches at Chi- 
eago, St. Louls and Atlawts; yet bere, in a 
cii\y of two nundred and fifty thousand, or, as 
Cinciopatians claim, three hundred thousand, 
there are only three thousand cight hundred 
aod olpety-three members of the Methud ist 
Church. his includes Americar, Germaa 
end colored churches in this city and suburbs. 
The members of the evangelical Protestant 
churches, altogether, im Cincingati, do not 
comprise more than one-tenth of the pupula- 
tiop. If we suppose that three-tenths are at- 
tec dants, but not members, of such churches, 
then six-tenths of the population of Cincin- 
nati are Hebrews, Oatholics and German iof- 
dels.

Napoleon, in bis taro, went to coasti- 
tution building, and on the 10th November, 
179), produced hie constitution, which pro- 
vided, among other things, for the election of 
a Chief Coneul and two assistant Consuls. | 
This likewise was submitted toa plebiscite aud 
approved by 3,911,000 against 1.56¥. The 
Consuls appoluted were Napoleon Boaaparte, 
Cambaceres and Lebrum. Three years efter- 
ward, in 1902, Napoleon was appointed Con- 
sul tor the term of ten years; and a few 
mouths suleequently a plebjscite made him 
Consul, for life by 3,563,185 votes agaimat 
0,074.- Quiekly upon the heels of the life 
Consulate came, as we know, the hereditary 
empire in 1804, when again there was an ap 
malto a pleblecite, not on the point whether 
Napoleon should be Emperor, as has been often 
asserted, but with regard to the hereditary 
succession.
